Impoverishins the Soil. 

Farming in Groat Britain is reduc- 
ed to a scion CO. Exhausted land that 
twenty-live or thirty years ago was 
abandoned as too sterile to yield suffi- 
cient of the earth's fruits to pay for 
the seed put into it, is now farmed to 
advantage and profit by men who, 
from expepenoe and actual test, have 
learned to restore to the soil that 
which they take from it in the shape of 
phosphates and constituent elements, 
lu tho United States complaint is 
lietii'd- that virgin lands of tho West, 
wliich were year after year cropped 
witli gruin and yielded at first 40, 50, 
and 70 bunhels to tho aoro now pro- 
duce barely twolvo bashols. In most 
of tho Now England States, farming 
(!C'nsod Lo jjay years ago. SiiccesHivo 
generations of men planted and reap- 
ed, hut for^'ot to ])iiy tho soil for tho 
elonunits drawn from it and carried 
av'uy to distant countries and sold in 
tho form of grain and other products. 
YiiicU Huccoeding ciop taken away loft 
flio suil poorer, until at tho present 
day laiul which, within tho reiiolluc- 
.tiuu ol' mou still living, produced / 



abundantly, will scarcely pay for work- 
ing. Tho writer, some years ago, 
passed through a portion of Northern 
Virginia, On either side of the road 
lay great tracts of waste laud, inter- 
sp'erspd here und there v^^th fine 
streams of water. He was struck with 
the sterile appearance of the soil, and 
the absence (except a few patches of 
mai;se near the negro quarters) of any at- 
tempt at cultivation. On inquiry he was 
told that the soil wan worn oat and that 
the settlors had moved west. Tlio lunJ 
hud been "skiiDined," bo to spoak, and 
abandoned as worthless. Within tlio past 
few years oolonies of English, Sootoh und 
Irish farmers have purchaBed for a Bong 
these very lands, and having brought the 
scientifio prinoiples employed m farming 
in the Old World into praotioe in the 
New, the land now produoes even more 
abundantly than when it was known as 
virgin soil. Tlio Btima metamorphose is 
going on as reprarda ttia wornout lauda in 
the New England Statos. In Nature's 
eooDomy nothing is lost; bnt when man 
displacefl things ho .should put thorn 
back, When aiticloa aro borrowed and 
used thoy ought to bo returned. 
Nature is a usurer, nnd exacts 
repayment of principal nud intorost 
for any advances she may miikG. 
Liebig, in his "Familiar Jjutters ofUhein- 
istry," saya: "Is it possible, after so many 
decisive investigations into the original 
elements of animals and vegetables, tho 
use of tho alkalioa, of lime, and tho phos- 
phates, luiy doubt can exist as to the 
principles upon which a rational agricul- 
ture dopouds. Ciuithe art of ugriculturo 
bo basuil upon anylhiuf^ hut the rostitu- 
t.iou of a disturbi'i] eijuilibiiuniV Can it 
be imagined that any ijounlry, liowover 
rich aud fertile, v.'itii a lliHuishiug eum- 
meroe, which for centuries has exported its 
produoe is the shape of grain and oattle, 
will maintain its lertility, if tho same 
C(immorc(! does not restore, in sonu! I'orni 
of luannre, those elements wliieli have 
boon renioveil from tho soil, and which 
cannot bo replaced by tho atmosphoi'eV 
Must nut tho bu:i}e Into await ovei'y such 
country which has actually befallen tho 
once prolific soil of the South, now in 
inauy parts no longer able to grow its 
staple productions — wheat and tobacco?" 
Again ho says, in his "Modern Agricul- 
ture:" "Lot it bo remembered that in 
America there are vast tracts of land 
which at one time gave full crojis of to- 
bacco, Indian corn and wheat, now lying 
waste. The American farmer despoils 
his field, without ihe laast atlcm}itat melliod 
in the procesn. When it ceases to yield 
him sulliciontly abnndaut crops, ho .sim- 
ply quits it, and, with his seeds aud plants 
betakes himself to a fresh held ; for thore 
is plenty of good land to bo had 
in Amei-ica, and it would not be 
worth bis while to work the 
same field to absolute exhaustion." 
The same rules that apply to the I'nited 
States ajiply to Liritish Culnmliia. The 
laud must be generously dealt with ; the 
a^iriculturist must eudeavor by tlio rota- 
tion of crops aud tlio introiiuction of fer- 
tilizers, to return each year to the soil tho 
elements that be has taken from it ami 
oaten or sent to a market. If he neglect 
these i)rocautions he will soon timl the 
land impoverished, and he or his eliild- 
rou forced to seek newer lands, where 
they may revel in unthrift for a brief 
period by skimming the virgin soil of its 
fatness.

ofl'erod 50,000,000 of aoros of land, which, 
at tho prico which wo think Dr. Tuppor 
put upon such property last year, in dis- 
cussing Mr. Mackenzie's railway scheme, 
should bo worth some ,^125,000,000, but 
at oven SI i^oro were worth §50,000,- 
000, and yet so able a business man, and 
wealthy capitalist ns Bir Hugh Allan, 
wholly failed to procure takers for the 
spoculatiou, notwithssanding that the 
land grant was backed by a money sub- 
sidy of 000,000. So much for this 
Boheme of building the railway by land 
grunts. In settled parts of the country, 
that is possible. In the deserts detween 
Winnipeg and the Pacific, the Govern- 
ment, thot is to say, the people ol the 
two Oanadas and the Moritime Provinces, 
must find all the money required and 
must lind it out of the taxes. Now, in 
that last view of the mitter, or indeed in 
any view, how can Mr. White assort as 
he did, that the plan of Mr. Mackenzie 
was more onerous to the country than 
that of Sir John A. Maodonuld. We 
will, for tho moment, throw out the land, 
for we regard it as of little worth until 
settlemenl lias begun, aud even made 
much progress in the territory. But tak- 
ing money alone. Sir .Tohu A. Macdou-

DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

Eastern States- 

Denver, Oct. 21 — A most atrocious 
murder was unenrthod here to-dny. 
A small teuomont house in the eastern 
portion of the city, which had recent- 
ly been vacated by some Italian musi- 
cions, was visited by the police to de- 
tect the cause of a stench that appear- 
ed to issue from it. They discovered 
in the cellar of the building the dead 
and putrid bodies of an old man and 
three boys, all Italians. The bodies 
boar ghastly marks of the knife; the 
throats of all have been cut. The 
murderers are believed to be Italians. 
Intense indignation prevails, and de- 
tectives are out in all directions 
searching for the murderers, 

Niw York, Oct. 21. — ^In the civil 
suit brought by Sam O.Archer against 
Theodore Davis, receiver of the Ocean 
Bank, for the recovery of $10,000 U. 
S. bonds, in the bank when it was 
robbed in 1869, Mr. (Morris, counsel 
for Archer, said they would pjovotliat 
Stevenson, then cashier, and after- 
wards president of the bank, planned 
tho robbei-y and shared in tho pro- 
ceeds. It will be remoinboroil the 
burj^dars obtained about ^iloO.OOU. 

Mr.Mi'iiis, Oct. 21.— Henry L. Mill- 
iard, formerly of Texa.s, residing near 
Mariini, Arkansas, while riding with a 
lady yesterday afternoon near his 
place, was waylaid and shot by a man 
named AiidrcwB, tho charge taking 
offoct in his neck and face, knocking 
liiin ofT hia horse. After falling Bal- 
lard asked Andrews to raise him, 
wliicli he did into a sitting iio.sturo. 
Then plaeiiig tiic gun near his head 
ho dis(;liiir;;od the other barrel, literal- 
ly blo\ving Ballard's liead oil', and 
then went to Clarion and surrendered 
liimself. Andrews had been emplo}'- 
(>d by Ballard a few days before. 
Ballard had knocked him down twice. 
Ballard is represented as having been 
a violent man, and had ono Sunday 
waylaid and shot his wife's nephew, 
Andrew Frasor. 



Organized Hunk Swindle. 

A telegram from Quebec brought in- 
telligence that a man named 11. T. 
.\dams was arrested in that city un 
Friday last while endeavoring to pass 
a forged draft for ?-l:,()QO on the Bank 
of British North America. On the 
same day this bank, situated in Hali- 
fax, was swindled out of $2,700 by a 
man who rogis-iterod his name at tho 
hotol as B. W. Boll, of Now York, on 
forged letter of credit purjiorting to 
havo boon issued at its Now York agen- 
cy, and ou Friday a luan, suppoaed 
to be the same party, was arrested in 
New Brunswick for an attempt to ob- 
tain money on tho .same forged letter. 
Tho man arrested in Quebec confes- 
sed that he was ono of an organized 
gang of swindlers who had decided 
upon making fiimultaneous prcsontd- 
tious of letters of credit whevovor such 
papers was accoptnd, and I'roiu our ex- 
changes in ]^Iilwaukeo wo learn that 
that city has been inclndod in the 
Kchemo. Tho Milwaukee "Sentinel" 
of Friday last says: "Yesterday morn- 
ing the First National Bank of this 
city was uotilied by the New York 
agents of the Bank of British North 
.Vmerica that a tinmber of forged tot- 
ters of credit on them ^vcrc iu circula- 
tion. Thpy aaid tho highest number 
on their genuine letters wfts 150. 
About 3 o'clock yestoiKlay afternoon a 
woU-droHsod, spruce-looking young 
inau entered tho bank and presented a 
letter of credit on the Bank of British 
North America to tho Toiler. It i;oro 
tho number 105, which excited the 
Teller's auspieions, and he quietly 
passed it to tue Assistant Cashier Bige- 
low. He came forward and iunuired 
qf tho yuung man, who said his uaino 
was Oharjes Daniels, how much the 
letter called for. Daniels aaid it was 
for s:),000, but that ho only wanted to 
draw in ,800. Mr. Bigelow asked him 
to step inside and make a draft on tho 
bank. Ha did as requested. Iu the 
manutimp r mesnengei had lioeri -Ji'^- 
patched for iin oflicci, and boiorfe iho 
draft was written, tho policoinaii was 
waiting for tho writer. The bank of- 
ilcovgooFisqlted cgt^nsel, and finding 
that they had suUjciont grounds, had 
tho young man arrested. He took the 
matter very quietly, and only remark- 
ed that ho was sorry, as ho was per- 
fectly innocent and was doing this 
business for another party. Ho de- 
clined to state where the other party 
was, where he came from, or how 
long ho had been in Milwaukee. Tiie 
other, he said, had offered hiiu a com- 
mission to collect tho money, o^d ho 
thought it no harm to turn an honest 
pemiy in that way. IJo gavo his oc 
cupation as a horae-dealer and his 
birtliplace New York, He jirofoHHed 
groat fear tliat his family might hear 
of his situation, as, he said, it woiiM 
kill his UKither. Dauiols is prubably 
an uHsiiiiiod iiaiiio, but ho stuck to it 
like a man. Ho is about thirty-two 
years of age, of medium height, and Ib 
well built. His complexiou in aundy, 
and his Up is ornftineutod with a light 
inuntacl)o. Ho is of pleasing appcai - 
aiico and luldro.s.s, and uppcar.-i lo be 
well ediicatod."
